SHE SIGNED THE REGISTER WITH 
BARNETT IN JERSEY CITY.

Her Chirography Was the Same as 
That on the Deadly Packages Which 
Certain Men Were So Positive 
Were Written by Molineaux.

NPW YORK, March %.—Startling sur- 
prises in the Molineaux poisoning case are 
coming to the front with such amazing 
Speed that all the expert testimony and 
strong circumstantial evidence against Ro- 
land B. Molineaux may be swept to the 
winds even before his trial. 

Two days ago it was discovered that H. 
C. Barnett had lived for several days ata 
time in a Jersey City hotel with a woman 
as his wife. Twice the woman signed the 
register. No attempt was made to keep 
her presence secret and once she came to 
New York with the proprietor’s wife. 

One or more experts who swore that Ro- 
land B. Molineaux addressed the box of 
poisoned candy yesterday identified the 
handwriting on the register as that of the 
woman frequently mentioned in the case, 
Mrs, Blanche Chesebrough Molineaux pub- 
lishes a card denying that she ever was in 
Jersey City and that the dates on the regis- 
ter were at least a year before she knew 
Barnett. 

Investigation to-day tends to show that 
Mrs. Molineaux was not only not the wom- 
an, but that the wife of a wealthy New 
Jerse *y man was the woman who had lived 
as Barnett’s wife. 

Alleged extracts from a letter written 
by this New Jersey woman are very much 
like the signatures on the hotel register and 
are amazingly like the address on the pois- 
on package. 

If it is shown that the New Jersey wom- 
an Was the “‘Mrs. Barnett’’ it makes the 
handwriting experts ridiculous and will 
destroy their testimony against Molineaux. 

In her letter to the tog denying that 
she ever visited Jersey City in company of 
Henry C, Barnett, Mrs. Molineaux says: 

“The cruel slander uttered by the Dis- 
trict Attorney in this address to the Cor- 
oner’s jury is, 1 believe, largely responsi- 
ble for the subsequent attacks upon me. 
His official position gave his statements a 
weight that they not deserve, T pub- 
lic has been slow Helleva fhat a sworn 
public officer eould, without a shadow of 
proof, vilify and slander the reputation of 
a woman, But this was done by the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and I have suffered in con- 
sequence, 

‘On the occasion to which the District 
Attorney referred in making his slanderous 
accusations, I was on a yachting trip, 
chaperoned by a married sister, and the 
testimony before the Coroner failed to 
show a single instance of impropriety or 
indiscretion on my part, as, indeed, there 
was no such instance. 

“During the lifetime of

ters, and always visited them and was 
Visited by them. 

“There has never been any mystery about 
my life or movements, nor has there been 
anything in my Ife diifferent from that of 
any other self-respecting woman.

The 
contracting tallors, who have charge of the 
plecework from all the wholesale clothing 
manufacturers, decided on the sirike, Un- 
der these tailors all the clothing girls find 


employment. These tailors claim that under 
the present rate of pay in Cincinnati they 
do not realize enough to pay expenses. 
They are paid from Tbe to $2 per dozen for 
pants and from 60c to $1.8 per dozen for 
vests. They get from Se to We for the 
tailor work on a sack coat, such as forms 
part of the ordinary $15 to ‘$16 suit. From 
these sums the girls working under them 
must be paid. They claim that these prices 
are driving Cincinnati into the sweatshop 
system.

RIGHT TO SWEAR WITNESSES. 


HE THEREFORE HOLDS NUTTALL 
THE GRAFTER FOR PERJURY. 


Scores the Little Go-Between Who Act- 
ed for Unscrupulous Officers and 
Then Insulted the Senate 
Committee. 


The hearing of the case of Harry A. Nut- 
tall, charged with perjury in connection 
with his testimony regarding the practices 
in the Boiler Inspector's office before the 
Major Committee, was resumed in the 
Court of Criminal Correction at noon Sat- 
urday. 

After several minor witnesses had testi- 
fied Nuttall was placed on the stand. 

He positively reiterated his testimony be- 
fore the Major Committee. He swore that 


he had pafd money to Philper in connection 
with the issuance of licenses to Engineer 
Norburg and Volipel and ethers and that 
that Philper had paid him money to get 
out of the way when the Major Committee 
came to St. Louis and again when the Sen- 
ate was after him for contempt. 

H. H. Philper, member of the Board of 
Kxamining kEngineers, at whose instance 
the warrant against Nuttall was issued, sat 
in one of the jury chairs, with a sneering 
smile on his lips. Boiler Inspector Price 
sat behind him, leaning forward and listen- 
ing intently. 

Judge Krum, who conducted the case for 
the State, brought out jhat Nuttall had 
been in the Workhouse in 189 under the 
name of Harry Alexander. Nuttall admit- 
ted it, He said his middle name was Alex- 
ander, 

At the 


conclusion of Nuttall’s testimony 
Attorney ; 


Bashaw of the defense began his 
argument that no perjury was committed 
because the (Major Committee Was not a 
legally constituted body and had no author- 
ity to administer an oath, 

He read at length from the constitution, 
with the object of showing that the Le gis- 
lature had no authority to investigate St. 
Louis affairs through a committee. 

The functions which the committee was 
appointed to perform, he contended, were 
the exclusive functions of the courts and 
the grand jury. . 

He claimed there wae no law for paying 
the expenses of the committee, as the con- 
tingent fund, out of which they were os- 
tensibly to be paid, had been exhausted 
long ago.

grand jury itself. 

Nuttall was held tn $1500 bonds for 
grand jury. 

Judge Clark spoke at some length in de- 
livering his opinion. He said: ‘There is 
no doubt that the original resolution const'- 
tuting the committee ws beyond the pur- 
view of either house. @ the original reso- 
lution there was no reierence to the pur- 
pose of the committee being to make in- 
quiry with a view to making recommenda- 
tions of legislation. 

That resolution was discovered to be de- 
fective. It was redrawn and in the second 
one was incorporated a feature that the 
purpose of the committee was to make in- 
quiries with a view to informing the Leg- 
islature if evils existed itm the St. Louis 
city and State offices at St. Louls and sug- 
gesting remedies. 

“It is within the province of either house 
to provide a committee to inform it concern- 
ing matters over which it has control. As 
long as that purposé is kept in view it 
mattres not what additional features may 
be engrafted upon the committee.

SUN AN AID TO THE FOE. 


Many of the United States Soldiers 
Succumb the Extreme Heat, but 
There Is No Cessation of 
the Fighting. 


WASHINGTON, March %.—Dispatches 
received to-day from Ger. Otis, in com- 
mand of the troops on the Island of Luzon, 
show that the expected general advance 
on the intrenched Philippine forces was 
inaugurated at 4 o’clock this morning. The 
official and unofficial reports received show 
these main facts. 

Gen. McArthur’s division comprises the 
only troops so far engaged, but his advance 
from the extreme north is to be followed by 
movement of the entire line in order “‘at 
the proper time’ as it"¢s put by Gen. Otis’ 
official announcement. 

McArthur has already 
in cutting the enemy’s forces in two, cap- 
turing Polo on the left and San Francisco 
del Monte and Mariquina on the right, driv- 
ing the insurgents from all the territory 
from the Pasig River to Caloocan. 

The forces of Aguinaldo are thus driven 
twenty miles apart, with McArthur’s di- 
vision between, and the Wheaton and Hale 
brigades supporting it in the rear. 

Correspondents’ estimates put the losses 
in the opening skirmish vesterday at 400 
for the Filipinos and ‘“‘probably 100 killed 
and wounded” of the Americans. 

Their estimates of losses to-day put the 
American loss at 16 killed and 130 wounde 
and the loss of the Filipinos at at leas 
10. No official report of casualties h 
yet been received. 

The task of the American army, however 
according to reports, has only just been be 
gun, and although they have so far me 
with a comparatively slight resistance, the 
Filipinos are expected to make a desperate 
stand at Malabon, where Aguinaldo is now 
reported to be in person, and more strongly 
intrenched than at any point where there)

WASHINGTON, March %.—Intense 
interest was exhibited at the War De- 
partment in the news that began to 
come from Gen. Otis at Manila early 
in the day. It was apparent that Gen. 
Otis had begun to put Into operation 
the plan of campaign which he had 
been so carefully preparing for the 
last month or more, and it waa confi- 
dently expected that this blow would 
destroy the last vestige of the rebel 
organization, though it was realized 
that this could not be effected with- 
out severe loss to the part of our 
forces. Gen. Otis deemed this course 
a military necessity because with the 
approacn of the rainy and unhealthy 
season, now within a month, the po- 
sition of the American troops on the 
outer lines would become untenable. 

Immediately upon receipt of the ca- 
blegram announcing the beginning of 
the advance by ‘McArthur’s division, 
and the plan for the movement of the 
remaining sections of the American 
column there was an immediate con- 
sultation of the maps which have 
been drafted by the military division. 
It was then perceived that the Ameri- 
can general was endeavoring to drive 
a wedge straight through the center 
of the insurgent army, and then, by a 
rapid wheel crush out one of the di- 
vided wings against another section of 
the American column. Otis’ state- 
ment that “I am endeavoring to take 
fraction (6f the enemy) in reverse,” 
was taken to make this plain. As 
nearly as could be calculated, McAr- 
thur held the middle of ¢t American 
line. He was driving at Darth- 
ward and wa&s to proceed in that di- 
rection until he had flanked the in- 
aurgent cenie® The statement that

PRICE MORE THAN DOUBLED. 


| Drug of Which the United States Con- 
| sumes Millions of Dollars Worth 
Growing More Expensive. 


Quinine has gone up—way up—and some- 
body is reaping a harvest, though who this 
Somebody is it is difficult to discover. The 


Suggestion of a trust is indignantly re- 
pelled. ' 

The American quinine market ‘s practical- 
ly controlled by three houses, two in Phil- 
adelphia and ohe in New York, and it wahid 
be easy for them to pool. 

In tne last forty-five days there has been 
a rise of 110 per cent in the price of this 
drug, something unprecedented in the his- 
tory of it. New Yorkers lay this at the 
door of a monopoly, which, they clam, 
was recenlly organized. This, in the n- 
ion of a St. Louis man in a positioa to 
Speax with authority, is absurd. The St. 
Louisan attributes the advance to the de- 
mand exceeding the supply, as the cin- 
chona crop th:s year was limited. Follow- 
ing this theory it is plain, that, owing to its 
increasing use and the diminishing supply, 
a famine is threatened. This is strength- 
ened by the fact that the «:nchona forests 
of South America are exhausted. Java, Cey- 
lon ahd South Africa supply the world. 
The cinehona tree is now a cultivated plant. 
From the bark quinine and several other 
drugs are obtained. A tree can be stripped 
once every three years. 

The bark is made up in bales and shipped 
to Amsterdam, Where each month it is auc- 
tioned off to manufacturers, German and 
American. The prices at these sales ‘n 
February were 45 per cent higher than those 
in vaneety and the March prices were 65 
ver cent higher than those of February, 

his naturally necessitated a correspond- 
ing increase in the price of the manufac- 
tured article. The ounce, which is the 
unit of quinine measure, formerly brought 
about 2% cents. Now it sells for 25 cents, 

This will cause quité a Sensation in the 
South, where quinine is put to the widest 
variety of uses and the annual consump- 
tion is probably five-sixths of the total of 
the entire country. Chills, fevers and colds 
are but a few of the WYlnesses for which 
the Southerner considers quinine a panacea. 

Some persons, according to a celebrated 
story-teller, would even include snake bites 
and delirium tremens. 

The total consumption of the world 
amounts to 7,400,000 ounces, of which 4,650,- 
000 are consutned in the United States. At 
5B) cents per ounce this would approximate 
$2,325,000 as the: yearly sum spent for the 
drug in this country.

He was uncherished by the fates and the 
nocessity of making a living held him down 
to sordid occupations until he was long past 
the period of life Where Bishppointel am- 
dition dies in most men. 

But his disappointment only spurred him 
He was by turns em- 
ployed at one menial occupation and an- 
other, but always he was saving what 
money he could toward the attainment of 
this ambition. 

Five vears ago the first favoring circum- 
stance was thrown in his way. lie was 
enabled to read medical books after his 
dav’® work in the office of Dr. John B. Wil- 
son, a distant relative. 

With the money he had saved through 
vears of toil he paid for one year's tuition 
in the Barnes Medical College. At the 
end of the year he found hims@f unable to 
continue his studies because he had no more 
money. lie talked it over with his wife 
and they thought out a plan. 

He would try to get an opportunity to 
work his way through college. She would 
support the family by keeping boardera. 
French made a proposition to Dr. Pinkney 
French, the secretary of the faculty, to 
be permitted to act as engineer of the col- 
lege plant in return for his tuttion.

ROBERTS MAKES DENIAL. 


Lack of Paper Money Not Due to the 
Treasury Withdrawals. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—United States 
Treasurer Roberts says that the impres- 
sion that the lack of paper money is dué 
to enforced withdrawals of notes by the 
Treasury is nottrue. ‘The total circulation 
per capita in the country, Including coin 
and paper,” eald Mr. Roberts, “has  in- 
creased from $23.83 ‘March 1, 1898, to $25.51 
March 1, 1899. The increase has, it is true, 
been largely in gold coin, from $445,293 591 
March 1, 1896, to $702,306.99 at the first of 
the current month. The growth of gold cotn 
has been $257,011,678, but in total circulation 
for i) per.od the growth has been $400,- 
17,555, Sheowing a net increase of $143, 088,- 
877 outside of gold coin. 

“There has. been an increase within these 
years in every item of circulation except 
gold certificates, Treasury notes and 
rency certificates. The silver certificates 
in the hands of the people are more now 
than in 1896 by $435.854.852; the Lrited States 
notes more by age ae and the netional 
pank notes more bY $20,724.24.

Information has been received in St. Lou- 
is to the effect that Lambert Wilt has been 
sentenced to the penitentiary of Bohemia 
for a period of four years. 

Wilt is the Bohemian bank cashier who 
was arrested with his bride at Hotel Rozier, 
this city, Oct, 31, 1898, by Detectives Lally 
and Harrington, accompanied by Detective 
Harding of Chicago. The man was charged 
with having embezzled 250,000 guldens from 
the bank of which he was an officer. 

The detectives found upon him $3,253.30 in 
Tnited States money and 18,000 gruldens—a 
gulden being equal to 40 cents—and a New 
York certificate of deposit for $12,000. The 
bride had 9090 guldens, which she claimed 
was her own, a part of her father’s es- 
tate. 

Detective Harding attended Wilt and his 
wife back to Bohemia. where Wilt’s father 
made good the 20,000 gwulden stolen. But it 
did not prevent the cashier from going to 
the penitentiary, where for two days in 
each week of his sentence he is to receive 
neither food nor water.

THE MEAT HE BELIEVES MADE 
MANY MEN SICK. 


Canned Roast Beef in His Opinion Is 
Utterly Unfit to Be Issued as an 
Army Ration in Any 
Tropical Country. 


—_—_—- - - 


NEW YORK, March 25.—The army court 
of inquiry investigating the charges made 
by Gen. Miles that the beef furnished the 
soldiers in the Cuban and Porte Rican 
campaigns was unfit for use, convened in 
this city to-day. Before the hearing began 
Maj. Lee said he believed Gov. Roosevelt 
would be the only witness heard here. The 
court is expected to adjourn to Governor's 
Island to hear the testimony of officers of 
the Thirteenth Infantry, stationed there. 

Any other witness will probably be called 


to Washington, where the court sits again 
on ‘Monady. 

Upon his arrival Gov. Roosevelt shook 
hands with several members of the court 
and then took the stand, after Col. Davis 
had administered the oath. The Governor 
described the organization of the Rough 
Riders at San Antonio. Tex., and told of the 
issuance of rations. 

“When was the first complaint you heard 
of the rations?’ asked Col. Davis. 

“May I answer that in my own way?’ 
asked the Governor. 

it was aboardship at Tampa. I 
saw a man—I think his name was Ash, 
I know he came from Kentucky—throw- 
ing away a can of the so-called roast beef. 
I asked what was the matter and he said 
he could not eat it. I told him not to 
be a baby and that he did not volunteer 
for a good time and ought to be: able 
to take what came.

Kirchhoff Shows How Fuel Gas 
Is Influencing Operations.

WASHINGTON, March %.—The*report of 
Charlies Kirchhoft, the Government expert 
UPON Zine produc‘tioa. hase been compioted. 
He tells of an interesting struggle petween 
the older smelting plan:s in Illinois, Mis- 
sourt and Kansas, using coal as a fuel, and 
tne new works in the Kansas natural gas 
+ gs of which lola is the productive center. 

le Savs: 

_, During the first half of 1898 the produc- 
tion of the jllinois plants was 20.475 ions, 
rising to 31,808 tons auring th@second half, 
while the Indiana Pignts intreased from 
1654 tons during the Mrst six months to 
3166 tons dur-ng the last six months. 

Figures bearing on the transfer of the 
production to the works tn the gas belt 
are of special interest. During the first 
half of 1898 the total output of the works 
near the ore districts was 27,338 tons, of 
which 7738 tons were proluced by new 
works in the gast bel-. During the sec- 
ond half.the total output in the ore dis- 
trict was 23,827 tons, of which 11,533 tons 
are credited to the plants using gas. Thus 
the coal plants declined from 20,100 tons to 
12,244 tons. It must be noted tnat the Iola 
plant of the Robert Lanyon’s Sons’ Spelter 
Co. was inactive a part of the second half 
of the year.” 

Of the prosperity of zine mining in the 
Galena-Joplin district, the expert says: 

The zinc mining industry enjoyed an 
unusually prosperous year in 1898. The 
principal source of supply of zinc ore is 
he Galena-Joplin district of Southeast 
Kahsas and Southwest Missouri. Local sta- 
tistics of sales show that the quantity of 
zinc ore marketed was 89,300 tons in 1888. 
which rose to 98,440 tons in 1889 and 114,500 
tons in 1890. In 1892 sales of 148,10 tons 
were reached. The general business de- 
pression affected the industry during the 
succeeding year, and it was not until] 1896 
that an output of 147,588 tons was attained. 
Then came a jump to 181,535 tons in 1897, 
eg ag by sales attaining 235,123 short tons 

n ‘ 

The advance in the price of zine ore 
during 1898 was extraordinary; while in 
1897 the price fluctuated between $21.50 and 
$24.50, it rose as high as $40.50 in Decem- 
ber, 1898. During the closing weeks of the 
year a sharp decline took place in the price 
of zinc ore, which led to the formation of 
the Missourl and Kansas Zine Miners’ Asso- 
ciation, in which every camp is represented. 
It is proposed to regulate the supply of 
ore, one of the plans being to combine the 
concentrating plants of the entire district 
into groups of BW, shutting down a group 
at a time in alphabetical order when a sur- 
plus of ore is threatened.” 

Consumption of zinc in this country has 
increased greatly.

the ordinance now before the Municipal 
Assembly. 

The following facts have been proven 
so often as to no longer admit of doubt: 

1Our common itIilinois coals can be 
burned smokelessly under steam bollers, ir- 
respective of the character of service be- 
ing performed. 

2. Not only is there no hardship.in pre- 
venting smoke, but when tIntelligently ac- 
complished there is a saving in fuel suf- 
ficient to pay a handsome return on the 
investment. The use of smoke-preventing 
furnaces is, therefore, a sound business 
proposition. 

3. There are on the market a eufficient 
number and variety of such furnaces as to 
meet all conditions of service, and they 
can be purchased at competitive prices. 

Practically all the smoke In the center 
of the city comes from steam bollers. In 
the outlying districts it also comes from 
industrial furnaces, locomotives, brick 
yards and domestic fires. The smoke from 
these may be largely reduced, if not wholly 
prevented. 

During the existence of the old smoke 
ordinance St. achieved most excel- 
lent results, compe! authorities placing 
the reduction of smoke cload over 
the city at fully 75 per cent. With united 
and well-directed effort this figure can 
exceeded in the future.

We are now preparin 
to take full possession of that station an 
a collier is loading at Norfolk with sup- 
plies for that point. But Futuilo is by far 
the smallest of the three principal islands, 
having an area of only about sixty square 
miles. 

The Island of Savail, which would be left 
for Britain, is the largest of the group, 
having an area of 700 square miles. But 
it is mountainous and rocky. 

There is much doubt whether this Gov- 
ernment would be contented with a naval 
harbor alone, while Germany absorbed the 
rich commercial parts of the group.

MAJORITY IN FAVOR OF IT. 


Damn-the-State-of-Missouri Price’s 
Friends Pass Resolutions Against 
the Proposed Law. 


Tt appears that the stationary engineers 
of ®&. Louis are not of one mind concern- 
ing the bill now pending in the lower house 
of the Legislature to create a State Enzt- 
neer, who shall examine all applicants for 
engineers’ licensing in cities having a pop- 
ulation of over 50,000. 

The dill was drafted and fathered by the 


St. Louls Lodge of the National Associa- 
tion of Engineers, and was introduced by 
Senator Drabelle. The engineers in this or- 
ganization are not only heartily in favor 
of the bill, but they are working hard to 
secure the indorsement of all persons in- 
terested in or affected by, the competency of 
Stationary engineers. 

This organization has about 400 members 
in St. Louis. 

There is another organization of engineers 
in the city, known as the St. Louis Broth- 
erhood of Stationary Engineers, of which 
*“‘Damn-the-State-of-Missouri’’ Price and H. 
H, Philper are members. 

At a meeting of the brotherhood held 
Thursday night resolutions rotesting 
against the bill were adopted. he broth- 
erhood is a local organization, with a 
smaller peers than the §8t. Louis 
lodge of the national order. 

It appears that the members of the local 
order are not unanimous in protesting 
against the bill, which wag introduced in 
the Legislature as @ means of correcting 
the evils that were shown to exist in the 
office of Price. While resolutions protest- 
ing against the bill were adopted mem.- 
reparing to 
employ special counsel to assist in prose- 
cuting Price and Philper, who are under in- 
dictment for exacting illegal fees and mis- 
demeanor in office.

CEIVED WITH HONORS. 


PROMOTION FOR THE CAPTAIN. 


Prominent St. Louisans Will Go to 
Washington in Behalf of the Gal- 
lant Capt. Coghlan. ; 


Another effort will be made by the friends 
of Capt. Joseph B. Coghlan to have him 
still further promoted in recognition of his 
services on the cruiser Raleigh in the naval 
battle of Manila Bay. Several St. Louisans 
will go to Wshington shortly on behalf of 
Capt. Coghlan, and it may be that their 
number will take on the proportions of a 
delegation. 

Col. Richard M. Johnson, Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney, who is a kinsman of Capt. 
Coghlan, and who recently appeared before 


President McKinley in regard to the case, 
Said Saturday morning: 

“Captain Coghlan is now, and always has 
been, in the line of promotion and stands 
No. 22 on the list of Captains. His next rank 
will be that of Rear Admiral. Some &% years 
ago, when he was a Lieutenant, he was 


— 


CAPT. COGHLAN, 
suspended for one year for writing a letter 
to a clerk in the Navy Department which 
was considered rather ‘Haganesque.’ Dur- 
ing the suspension he lost nine numbers, 
After the battle of Manila Admiral Dewey 
recommended that he be promoted 10 num- 
bers fer gallantry in that memorable fight. 

“For some unknown reason the President, 
instead of giving him the 10 numbers, only 
gave him 6. Had he been advanced 10 num- 
bers he would have been ahead one num- 
ber of what he lost by the suspension re- 
ferred to. As he only got 6 numbers some 
of his friends here endeavored to have him 
advanced 3 imbers, which would place 
him where he would have been had he not 
been suspended.,”’ 

The Raleigh, which will be the first of 
Admiral Dewey's fleet to reach home, is 
due to arrive off New York in a fortnight. 
That Capt. Coghlan and his men. will re- 
ceive a royal welcome is cn assured fact. 
Alderman John T. McCall will introduce a 
resolut:on at the meeting of the New York 
Aldermen Tuesday, which will be passed 
by both branches of the Municipal .'ssem- 
bly and then signed by Mayor Van Wyck. 
providing for the reception to the Raleigh 
and her crew of fighters. Just what form 
the reception will take will not be deter- 
mined until Tuesday. Mr. ‘McCall, in an 
interview ‘With the Associated Press cor- 
respondent, said: 

‘The time is so short that T am afraid 
there will be no opportunity for any gener- 
al reception on the part of civiltan bodies, 
While [ cannot speak definitely now I im- 
agine that all the city officials, with Mayor 
Van Wvyek at the head, will go down the 
bay when the Raleigh is sighted and ex- 
tend a warm welcome to Capt. Coghlan and 
his men. Col. Coogan, president of the 
Borough of Manhattan, is enthusiastica!ly 
in favor of the reception, He hopes that 
flags will be displayed on every flagstaff in 
New York the day the Raleigh arrives and 
that all the shipping vessels in the rivers 
and harbor will be decorated with flags and 
streamers in honor of their coming.’’ 

While the details of the reception are in 
the hands of the city authorities, it has 
been suewested that the Raleigh should be 
met as far down the bay as possible by 
pleasure ‘boats, yachts and excursion steam- 
ers and also by any warship that may be 
in port, and escorted up the North River 
as far as Gen. Grant's tomb, where slie 
may fire a salute. After that, it has been 
suggested, the Raleigh might anchor off 
the foot of West Thirty-fourth street, in 
order that citizens might have a chance to 
visit her. . 

Should there be any land parade itn honor 
of the Raleigh’s coming it has been sug- 
gested that it be participated in by the 
regulars stationed at the several forts 
around New York, regiments of the Na- 
tional Guard, the naval reserves and the 
members of the Astor Battery. 


The Raleigh is a steel-protected criuser,. 
echooner rigged, of 3183 tons burden. She 
is 2% feet long and 42 feet beam. She was 
huilt at Norfolk in 1892. She aarries one 
6-'nch rifled gun; ten 5-inch quick-fire guns 
and a secondary battery of light 6-pound- 
ers: four 1-pounders. Her speed is 19 knots 
an hour, or nearly 2 miles.
